District  Councilo 

Mr. Chairman?  Ladies  and  Gentlemens 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1955s  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory. 

The  population  increased  by  310  to  25?220. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases , Whooping  Cough 
notifications  were  low  at  29 1 Measles  were  fairly  high  at  380; 
Scarlet  fever  cases  were  higher  than  usual  at  32 s and  Sonne 
dysentery  cases  were  36.  These  Sonne  dysentery  cases  arose 
chiefly  in  the  two  schools  at  Eversley  and  Yateley.  Sonne 
dysentery  is  very  wide-spread  in  the  country  at  present  and 
though  not  usually  serious,  is  a troublesome  condition  to  deal 
with  in  the  schools.  The  greatest  danger  from  it  is  in  infants. 
Poliomyelitis  cases  numbered  8;  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Poliomyelitis;  four  of  the  eight  cases  were  of  the  paralytic 
type. 

As  regards  Diphtheria,  one  case  was  reported  as 
having  had  a positive  throat  swab  but  this  rapidly  cleared. 

The  infection  was  conveyed  from  a soldier  on  leave  from  Germany, 
who  had  been  suffering  from  a sore  throat.  All  the  rest  of  the 
family  contacts  had  throat  swabs  taken  but  no  other  positive 
case  occurred,  and  the  Unit  in  Germany  was  notified* 

It  is  well  to  remind  oneself  from  this  case  that 
the  price  we  pay  for  freedom  from  these  deseases  is  the  usual 
"eternal  vigilance". 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  kindly  interest  and  encouragement 
in  the  work  of  the  department  and  to  the  Staff  for  their  unfailing 
help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  Prophylaxis 

This  is  normally  done  by  arrangement  with  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  or  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 


The  triple  antigen  (against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus)  is  now  available;  Prophylaxis  for  Diptheria  or  Whooping 
Cough  alone  is  also  available. 


In  1955  308  primary  and  76  secondary  prophylactic 
injections  against  Diphtheria  or  Diphtheria  and  YYhooping  Cough  were 
given  to  children  under  15  years  of  age.  The  Child  population  of  15 
years  and  under  is  approximately  5*000  and  the  immunized  total  in 
1955  was  3265  giving  an  immunized  state  of  65.3  %9

Water  Supply 

The  supply  for  all  the  Parish  Districts,  except  Hartley  Wintney, 
is  from  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company. 

The  supply  is  an  adequate,  chlorinated  and  satisfactory  water. 

It  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Frimley,  Itchel,  Greywell, 
Lasham  and  Beenham's  Heath  near  Wokingham. 

The  hardness  varies  from  16. 5 to  21  grains  per  gallon. 

Softening  by  the  lime  process  is  done  normally  to  reduce  the  hardness 
to  the  statutory  limit  of  1 2 grains  per  gallon.  There  is  a temporary 
relaxation  order  in  force  which  permits  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company 
to  exceed  the  Statutory  limit. 

Extension  and  improvement  works  were  carried  out  at  the 
Company’s  works  in  1955. 

The  Parish  of  Hartley  Wintney  has  its  own  water  supply  for  a 
population  of  3,000.  The  quality  is  satisfactory.  It  is  a soft  water 
with  a plumbo- solvent  action.  It  is  treated  by  filtration, 
neutralization  and  chlorination.  The  number  of  premises  supplied  in 
the  parish  is  827  of  which  754  were  dwelling  houses. 


The  quantity  is  deficient  in  the  Summer  and  the  deficiency 
is  remedied  hy  an  intake  from  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company.  Tests 
are  taken  of  the  purity  of  water,  weekly  or  fortnightly.  The 
chlorine  dosage  is  tested  every  day. 

The  Parish  Water  Undertaking  was  sold  to  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  in  the  year,  who  propose  to  close  the  works  down, 
when  the  laying  of  new  mains  is  completed  in  1956.x  There  are 
about  230  wells  in  the  district.  13  samples  of  water  were  taken 
during  the  year  of  which  one  was  unsatisfactory  and  was  remedied 
by  connection  to  the  Mid  Wessex  mains  supply. 

x The  new  mains  are  now  completed  and  the  Hartley  Wintney

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  North  Hants.  Rodent  Committee. 
All  premises  treated  are  charged  for  on  the  basis  of  size  of 
infestation  and  cost  of  time  and  material  used. 

Sewers : The  annual  test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  and  it 

was  again  shewn  that  there  was  a minor  infestation  in  the  cricket 
Green  area  of  Hartley  Wintney.  Treatments  were  carried  out  during 
April  and  October.

Blackbushe  Civil  Airport. 

Dr.  Sharkey,  the  Airport  Medical  Officer,  reports  as  follows: 
"The  service  has  been  carried  on  in  the  same  pattern  as  last 

year. 


Two  routine  visits  are  carried  out  per  week*  At  these  visits 
if  an  aircraft  arrives  from  a potentially  infective  area  a snap 
inspection  of  medical  documents  is  carried  out*  In  addition  the

There  was  very  little  in  the  way  of  notifiable  diseases 
during  the  year®  One  air  hostess  and  two  passengers  on 
different  occasions  were  landed  suffering  from  dysenteric 
symptoms  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  local  public 
health  authorities  were  sent  to  hospital  for  observation. 

With  regard  to  this  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  proved  most  co-operative  and  helpful  in  a consultative 
capacity. 

The  publication  of  the  World  Health  Organisation 
regarding  epidemiology  have  been  delivered  to  the  airport 
weekly  as  well  as  an  extract  of  recently  infected  areas. 

This  means  that  a careful  watch  is  kept  for  potential  entries 
of  infected  cases. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  Aliens  arriving  on  Ministry  of  Labour  Permits. 

All  these  aliens  have  to  be  examined  medically  before  being 
landed.  All  were  found  to  be  medically  fit. 

At  the  request  of  the  charter  companies  negotiations 
have  been  entered  into  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  make 
Blackbushe  an  approved  port  for  the  disinfecting  of  aircraft 
proceeding  to  or  through  India  and  Pakistan. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  long  this  will  be  put  into 
effect.
